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a. The Strategic Air Command - Central Intelligence Agency 
liaison will be confined to the field of Unconventional Warfare with 
emphasis on Kras ion and Escape. 

b. The CIA liaison officer will be responsible for keeping the 
CINCSAC apprised of CIA Unconventional Warfare (Evasion and 
Escape) capabilities to meet the Strategic Air Command require- 
ments submitted to the CIA as outlined in the Unconventional 
Warfare Annex to the Joint Strategic Capabilities Plan. 

c. The CIA liaison officer will assist the Strategic Air 
Command staff in the preparation of UW requirements to be sub- 
mitted through channels for approval and action. 
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e. Informal reports of the liaison activities will be given to 

the Directorate of Plans, | |Hq USAF through the Joint 

Subsidiary Activities Croup, Joint Chiefs of Staff. This reporting 
system will be used to keep Hq USAF informed of the general nature 
of the information passed through the liaison channel. 


3. Due to the feet that neither the Strategic Air Command nor the 
Central Intelligence Agency believe that it is necessary at this time to 
station a CIA representative on permanent or temporary duty with the 
CINCSAC staff, it la agreed that a point of contact on the staffs concerned 
will meet the requireme nt* of th« Hainan outlined in paragraph 2 above.

1. nils memorandum suggests action on the part of the DDCL 
Such requested action is contained in paragraph 5. 


a. In a memo r andum dated 15 October 1856, He a d qua rters, 
United States Air Force requested that a system at liaison be 
established between the CIA and the Strategic Air Command to 
provide coordination in Evasion and Escape planning* Hie request 
was based on the provisions of the Unconventional Warfare Annex 
to the Joint Strategic Capabilities Plan, which states that UW plans 
of commanders of commands established by the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff will be developed in coordination with representatives of CIA. 

b» A previous liaison existed between the Strategic Air 
C ommand and the Central Intelligence Agency in 1853 and was 
conducted from the offices of the PP Staff. Since the departure 
of the PP representative who had been designated as the SAC 
liaison officer from this Agency, no one has been appointed to 
assume the liaison duties. 

e. As a result of the 15 October request of Hq USAF, the 
Deputy Director of Central Intelligence requested that negotiations 
with Hq USAF for the establishment of the liaison be conducted 
informally. Consequently, a aeries of informal conferences were 
held with representatives of the Subsidiary Plans Division,

Directorate of Plana, Hq U8AJF. An outline plan for tteteoa waa 
davetop^hrtlyiS S USAF r^r^Attfaa and waa forwarded 
by tha Chief. Planning and Program Coordination Staff on 5 March 
A957 to the mrectertf Pinna, Hq USAF. Tills Uaiaon concept was 
aabmitted by Hq USAF to the Strategic Air Command for 
consfetetatioa. Tha Joint Subsidiary Activities Group, Joint Chiefs of 
Staff watffcppt Informed of tha progreee made during tha informal 
discussions. 


I. The Strategic Air Command has now studied our concept of this 
Unison and has notified Hq USAF that it concurs with the CIA concept of 
Unison sad haUeves that it can be accomplished without s t a ti o ni n g a CIA 
represenia&t* at SAC Headquarters. It has recommended teat tha liaison 
take the form if points of contact on tha respective CIA- SAC staffs. On 
16 May 1957, Hq USAF, in forwarding the SAC letter of concurrence, 
requested that representatives of the CIA meet with representatives of 
tha Subeidlary Plans Division and finalise a mutually acceptable liaison 
system. 


4. Further informal meetings have now beea held with representatives 
of the Subsidiary Plana Division and it has been agreed that the liaison wiU 
encompass tee material outlined by CIA in their memorandum of 5 March 
1957, and concurred in by SAC as indicated in paragraph 3 above. It has 
been further agreed that the scope of tea Italian hi of such nature that it 
can easily be accomplished by points of contact on the CIA- SAC staffs. 

It is fott teat informal negotiations have been completed and that tee CIA 
liaison officer should now be designated. 


5. Recommendation: We recommend your signature on tea attached 
memorandum io the Chief of Staff, United States Air Force.
